I. Claims 2-6 are drawn to the image editing in a compressed state in which a first 
compression method which allows image editing in a compressed state and a second compression 
method which does not allow image editing in a compressed state.

In the instant case, each invention has separate utility such as operating either 
independendy or in combination with other subcombinations according to the particular claimed 
limitations which characterize diejnvention, without requiring the .particular limitations which 
characterize the other invention (s), as indicated above.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, requiring separate 
consideration and search, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
